Architect Notes. 

Otto O. Wolf, architect, northeast corner of 
Broad and Arch Streets, is engaged on prepara¬ 
tion of plans for a brewery to be erected at San 
Francisco, Cal. 

Thoms Stevens, 302 Masonic Temple, Cam¬ 
den, N. J., will draw plans for a new cottage to 
be erected at Avalon for George J. Rummel, to 
replace one recently destroyed by fire. 

The architect in charge of the Capitol building 
at Washington, D. C., has been instructed to 
prepare plans and specifications for remodeling 
the kitchen department of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, and the committee of members re¬ 
cently appointed by the Speaker will, previous to 
adjournment, ask bids upon the work, which will 
have to be done between the sessions during the 
Summer months. 

Building and Real Estate Notes. 

W. T. B Roberts, builder, will erect ten houses 
at the northwest corner of Nineteenth and Dau¬ 
phin Streets, to be of press brick, stone facings 
and best interic r work. 

Tlje vestry of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
of the Epiphany, at Fifteenth and Chestnut 
Streets, have adopted a resolution to sell part of 
their ground on the west side of the present 
church, and when this is done erect a new church 
in place of the one now at that location. The 


: lot to be sold will be 50 x 280 feet, and this leaves 
j them a very nice one for the new building, which 
will be 82 x 180 feet. Also room for a handsome 
parochial house which will be built in conjunc¬ 
tion with the church. This move has been 
brought to a focus by the special recommendation 
of the rector, Rev. Thomas A. Tidball, in his 
annual report to the above body. No further 
action than the above has been taken in the 
matter. 

Chief of the Bureau of City Property Eisen¬ 
hower has in contemplation the erection of a* 
number of new fire stations during the coming 
year. So far he has settled upon four, one at 
Otsego and Moore Streets, another at Twenty- 
sixth and York, another on Fourth above Girard 
Avenue, and the fourth at Twenty-first and 
Market Street. That at Fourth and Girard 
Avenue will be built to accommodate an engine 
and a hook and ladder company as well as a 
i district engineer, while that at Twenty-first and 
Market Streets will accommodate an engine, a 
truck, a chemical engine and the water tower, 
which it is proposed to introduce, and a district 
engineer. Mr. Eisenhower will also enlarge the 
stable facilities for the mounted police at Tacony. 
He estimates the probable cost of the new pump¬ 
ing station, which the city will probably erect on 
the Weightman tract, Falls of Schuylkill, at 
$250,000. 

i A permit ha& been issued to Johnson & Byrens 
to commence work on the new Twenty-sixth 


Section school house, at Seventeenth and Tasker 
Streets, which is to be completed by August next, 
for $49,000. The new building, according to the 
plans on file at the office of Architect Austin, is 
to be a three story structure of briok, with gran¬ 
ite trimmings and a black slate roof. It will be 
of the familiar style of the existing model school 
liousts of Philadelphia, with one new feature 
worthy of note, to wit: A system of heating 
which operates in conjunction with a system of 
ventilating heretofore utilized only in the new 
Girls* Normal School. Steam heat by the blower 
system will be used, but it will be distributed 
through registers in the class rooms seven feet 
above the floors. By this means the warm air 
will cuter aWv*; tl^e heads *.f 4^chijdyaxr, The 
impure air, at* tKb salne.' Itibr^/ Vyilb paVs out 
through gratings on the floor levels. The intro¬ 
duction of this combined system of heating and 
vrmtilatiug will dispense with the tall chimneys 
that nc V -rise over the other school buildings. 
Each of the lliree floors of the building will be 
about the same. A corridor twelve feet wide will 
run through the centre north and south. On 
one side will be five class rooms, 24 x 32 feet 
each, with ceilings thirteen feet high, and on the 
other side will be two teachers’ rooms, coat 
rooms f* r each class room, hook cases arid toilet 
rooms. Tne janitor will also have a room on the 
first floor. The entire building will cover a space 
95.8 x 123 feet. The class rooms are intended to 
accommodate 750 scholars.

The damage done by fire to the Pooley Brothers 
furniture establishment, Third and Race Streets 
on the 27th of December last, will at ouce be 
repaired, The extent of the above amounts to 
$5000. 

The Third Section school directors have made a 
request of the general Board of Education to 
abolish the Springer school, and build a new one 
in place of the old Lyons school building; and 
also purchase the property on Christian Street, 
east of Erie. The matter has been referred to the 
proper committee. 

^ The members of the Plans and Improvement 
Committee of the Park Commission have inspect¬ 
ed the proposed site for the new pumping station 
for the Queen Lane Reservoir. The site suggest¬ 
ed by Mayor Stuart and Director WindrTm is 
located at the intersection of Ridge Avenue and 
the East Park Drive, along the Wissahickon 
Creek. 

Chief Webster, of the Survey Bureau, is now 
busily engaged preparing general and sectional 
Plats for the improvement of the river front 
which will he brought before the Councils in the 
near future. They show Delaware Avenue uni¬ 
formly widened to 150 feet, the practical con¬ 
struction of the proposed bulk head and the 
extended piers. 

Chief Eisenhower, of the Bureau of City 
Property, approved of a warrant for $15,000 in 
favor of Catharine Schall, for the property at the 
corner of Mintzer Street and Fairmount Avenue 
upon which a new police station-house will he 
erected for the Seventh district, to take the place 
of the present quarters on St. John Street above 
Buttonwood, which was condemned by the city 
authorities more than a year ago. The plans for 
the new station, for the erection of which $30,000 
have been appropriated by City Councils are now 
being prepared. The lot has a frontage of 42 feet 
and a depth of 190 feet

BradstreeVs is authority for tl e statement that 
the number of commercial failures in 1893 ex- 
c eded any previous year in the country’s 
history, while the amount of the liabilities is 
largely in excess of all records of past years. 

In the face of such appalling facts it is simply 
wonderful that we are able to record the invest¬ 
ment of over twenty thr* e millions of dollars in 
the erection of new buildings during the past 
year, besides the further expenditure of over 
five millions of dollars in Gie improvements 
embraced in alterations and addit ions. The latter 
would certa inly indicate that the financial strength 
of our real estate owners wat so solid that even a 
worse condition of affairs than the events of 1893 
expressed would not deter them from necessary 
improvements 

The record for the first six months of 1893 
included 4231 new buildings of all kii ds, costing 
$14,499,300, hence it follows that the last half of 
1893 must be accredited with 2024 new buildings 
representing $9,049,518 of the total amount 
expended for new construction work during the 
year, and it must not be forgotten that the last 
half of every year shows a heavy falling off from 
its first half owing, of course, to the fact that 
heavy operations require an early start. In this 


respect we find that the last six months of 1892 
embraced 42.5 per cent, of the amount expended 
for the construction work of that year, while the 
vsork done during the last half of 1893 repre¬ 
sented 38.4 per cent. This is certainly a splendid 
showing for the building interest in face of the 
depressing influences that surrounded it 

To } ay that the results of 1893 are surprising is 
not enough, for they express, besides the charac¬ 
teristic enterprise and energy of our builcers, an 
abiding faith not only in their own judgment but 
also an unlimited confidence in the recuperative 
forces behind the people, and more particularly 
associated with the business future of our own 
great mills and factories. 

It will be seen that this year’s work included 
3881 two-story dwellings against 5100 for 1892, a 
falling off of 1219, while the number of three- 
story dwellings amounted to 1737 against 1744 for 
1892, a falling off of seven only. 

The industrials show a falling off during the 
last six months, when compared with the first 
half of the year, of 3L per cent., the figures show¬ 
ing 94 of these buildings for the last half against 
138 for the first half. 

The shrinkage in the investment in buildings of 
this character during the year, when compared 


with that of 1892, amounts to $956,609, distributed 
as follows: Warehouses, $192,841; dye and dry 
houses, $93,770; factories, $584,000; engine and 
boiler houses, $27,730: breweries and bott ing 
houses, $94,000; foundries and shops, $434,268, 
while the expenditure for store buildings was 
$470,000 in excess of $1892.

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the immense shrinkage would indicate, for of the 
wliole number of buildings erected during the 
year 3.7 per cent, are intended for Industrial pur¬ 
poses, the percentage having been kept up by the 
numbe of buildings erected for stores and the 
minor industries. 

There was but one office building over two 
stories erected last year, and its cost was but, 
$20,000, hence the absence of these buildings in 
our report, while making but a slight difference 
in the total number, expresses a serious influence in 
the amount of the investment. There were two 
more four-story dwellings than in ’92, while the 
investment in these shows an increase of $160,250. 

Those who desire to make comparisons will 
find the following summary by years in every 
way reliable. This statement includes buildings 
of all kinds, the cost of the large buildings having 
been obtained from the architects and builders 
having the work in hand. It does not include

in seven years over 56,000 buildings of all 
kinds, representing an average yearly expenditure 
in actual figures of just $27,637,036.42, the average 
cost of the buildings erected during that period 
being $3,452.41 each. 

The feeling among architects indicates a fair 
outlook for 1894. Many of these are even now 
engaged in preliminary work to a considerable 
extent, much of it, of course, being dependent 
upon contingencies. This applies to general 
work, except mills and factories, the latter being 
in a statu quo condition, even including the 
three factories for which plans have been made. 

These buildings, of course, shape the destiny 
of other contemplated work. Outside of this in¬ 
fluence, the outlook for dwellings of the better 
class is good. 

Operative builders are simply house manufac. 
turers, who are as keenly alive to the influences 
of causes and effects as any other class of manu¬ 
facturers. They will be governed entirely by 
existing and probable conditions. Heavy con. 
tracts for material needed for buildings now un¬ 
der way are sufficient in themselves to keep busi¬ 
ness moving. The brick manufacturers report 
gnsiderable inquiry for bricks for Spring de¬ 
livery, and the outlook is considered very fair. 

We are inclined to believe that the worst has 
passed. Mills are resuming in a conservative 
way, to be sure, as a result of depleted stocks, 
and we believe that fully two-thirds of the aver¬ 
age yearly production will be made during 1894. 

It is safe to conclude that the bitte* experience 
of those who have tied their faith to stocks and 
bonds must in the end prove a decided advan¬ 
tage to real estate, for such lessons are too serious 
to be soon forgotten. 

During 1893 there were 12,965 transfers of real 
e state, or just 409 less than 1892. The value of 
the property transferred last year was $72,777,- 
192,51, a falling off from 1892 of $6,302,625.55 
The mortgage incumbrance amounted to $16,151,- 
796.47 or 22.1 per cent., besides which there 
were ground rents amounting to $677,808,172,
